David  Massey  has  about  7,500,  possi¬ 
bly  the  biggest  collection  on  Coal  River. 

Broaddus  Lorrison  of  Van  has  six 
hefty  albums  full,  and  regularly  trades 
by  mail  with  collectors  around  the 
country  and  abroad. 

Lana  Maynard  says  with  a  laugh  that 
her  husband  has  mailed  100  letters  out 
in  a  single  week  in  his  quest  to  enlarge 
his  collection. 

All  of  the  above  are  victims  of  a 

coalfield  craze  for  stickers,  the  colorful 
decals  issued  by  coal  companies,  mine 
equipment  suppliers  and  the  United 
Mine  Workers  union  for  safety  and  var¬ 
ious  promotional  purposes. 

Most  of  the  stickers  are  designed  for 
a  miner’s  hard  hat.  Federal  law  re¬ 
quires  six  square  inches  of  reflective 
tape  or  the  equivalent  on  the  sides  and 
back  of  a  miner’s  hard  hat,  and  some  of 
the  stickers  help  meet  that  require¬ 
ment. 

But  since  the  sticker  craze  began  a 
few  years  back,  thousands  are  going 

into  collections  whose  owners  are  con¬ 
vinced  will  grow  in  value  in  the  years 
to  come. 

The  fad  has  reached  the  point  that 
some  coal  companies,  which  U3ed  to 
routinely  supply  their  decals  to  any 
who  requested  them,  have  restricted 
the  supply  That,  of  course,  only  makes 
the  stickers  more  highly  prized. 

"We  were  getting  25  to  30  requests  a 
day,  every  day,  for  months,"  said  Art 
Sanda,  public  relations  manager  for 
Eastern  Association  Coal  Corp.  “We 
Just  had  to  put  the  brakes  on  it.’’  Now, 


Sanda  said,  the  company  supplies  its 
stickers  only  to  its  employees,  and  then 
only  as  available. 

“I  go  to  a  mine,  and  it’s  not,  'Hello, 
Art,”  it’s,  ‘Where’s  the  stickers?’  It 
costs  me  at  least  one  sticker  a  man  to 
get  into  a  mine,  and  a  sticker  a  man  to 
get  out,”  Sanda  said.  The  decals,  he 
say's  with  a  laugh,  have  become  “the 
grease  that  makes  tilings  work.” 

Consolidation  Coal  Co.  has  also  tight¬ 
ened  up  the  supply.  “We  furnish  them 
for  our  employees  only,”  said  spokes¬ 
man  Lon  Gross.  “We  no  longer  send 
them  outside.  We  found  it  toe  time-con¬ 
suming  and  expensive.  At  one  time,  we 
were  getting  thousands  of  requests  a 
month  from  ail  over  the  country,  and 
some  from  overseas.” 

Don  Ryan,  public  relations  chief  for 
Armco’s  Coal  Operations,  says  he’s 
stopped  carrying  the  decab  with  him 
when  he  visits  mines.  “It  makes  things 
a  lot  easier,”  he  said. 

Perhaps  the  surest  sign  that  a  gen¬ 
uine  collecting  craze  is  afoot  is  the  fact 
that  some  counterfeits  have  appeared. 
Sanda  said  he’s  seen  phonies  of  an  East¬ 
ern  decal  with  the  company’s  c!d  logo, 
for  instance. 

The  range  of  coal-related  stickers 
available  to  the  collector  is  huge.  Many 
companies  issue  a  wide  variety,  rang¬ 
ing  from  the  firm’s  name  and  logo  to 
decals  isrued  in  recognition  of  low  ab¬ 
senteeism  and  good  safety  records. 
Then  there’s  the  equipment  suppliers, 
whose  representatives  are  sometimes 
mobbed  by  sticker-seeking  miners  when 
they  appear  at  an  operation. 

The  UMW  issues  several  different 
kinds  as  well,  from  the  union’s  seal  to 
stickers  focusing  on  safety  and  organiz¬ 
ing.  Some  of  the  union  s  districts  are  is¬ 
suing  their  own  decals  now  —  Charles¬ 
ton-based  DisLict  17  recently  decided 
to  have  its  own  sticker  printed. 

Meanwhile,  candidates  for  union  off¬ 
ice  have  picked  up  on  the  trend.  How¬ 
ard  Green,  District  17  field  representa¬ 
tive,  handed  out  42,000  during  his  cam¬ 
paign  last  spring.  “I  had  people  ark  me 
for  a  sticker  for  their  hat,  and  a  couple 
for  their  album,”  Green  said. 

Lorrison,  a  fireboss  at  Eastern’s  Har¬ 
ris  operations,  got  started  on  his  collec¬ 
tion  about  three  years  ago.  Now  he’s 


got  about  4,500.  “It's  interesting, '  hr 
said.  “You  learn  a  little  about  the  dif¬ 
ferent  coal  companies,  and  you  meet  c 
lot  of  nice  people.” 

Lorrison  does  a  lot  of  his  tradir*'  y 
mail.  “There  are  several  thousand  col¬ 
lectors  now,”  he  said.  “I  have  people 
calling  from  other  states,  other  coun¬ 
ties.  We  trade  through  the  mail  on  tb 
honor  system.” 

There's  an  “unwritten  law”  about 
what’s  most  valuable  and  what’s  net, 
Lorrison  said.  As  with  other  collections, 
the  rarest  stickers  —  such  as  issued  by 
a  coal  company  that’s  gone  out  of  a 
business  —  are  considered  the  most 


valuable,  he  said. 

David  Massey,  a  22-year-old  Arnvro 
shuttle  car  operator,  has  acquiree  a 
huge  collection  over  the  past  few  yenrs, 
with  the  help  of  Larry  Bartrun,  his 
girlfriend’s  father,  and  several  oilier 
friends,  he  said. 

“I’ve  got  about  3,000  just  from  cos’ 
companies,”  he  said.  ‘Tve  got  one  Ann- 
co  sticker  that’s  about  25  years  old,  and 
I’ve  got  all  kinds  of  Consol  stickers  ’’ 

Massey,  who  recently  helped  orga: 
ize  a  trading  session  at  the  Whites  vil 
Fire  Department,  said  be  runs  Into  coj 
lectors  everywhere.  “I  went  down  to 
Charleston  for  a  Charlie  Daniel*  con¬ 


cert,  and  I  was  wearing  an  Armce  ha*.. 
And  a  guy  who  worked  at  the  civic  os> 
ter  said,  ‘You  got  any  stickers?’  I  hap¬ 
pened  to  have  some  in  the  car,  so  we 
went  out  and  traded  a  while." 

The  big  coal  exhibitions  -  wber> 
scores  of  suppliers  and  companies  put 
up  exhibitions  -  are  fertile  ground  fer 
sticker  collectors,  and  Massey  has  'A 
several  of  them.  “You  can’t  ever  get  aT 
of  them,”  he  said. 

Massey  said  he  was  offered  kS.bCO 
for  his  collection  last  week.  He  turnc:. 
it  down  “To  me,  I  think  I’ve  got  more 
into  it  than  that,”  he  said.

TUL  TLXAS  LUMBERMAN  REPORTS 

Lindsey  S.  Lee,  145  Rosine,  Beaumont,  TX

COLMESNEI L ,  TEXAS  (NE  Tyler  Co.)  Town  was 
subdivided  into  lots  about  1882  and  named 
for  W.  T.  Colmesneil,  a  conductor  on  the 
Texas  and  New  Orleans  RR.  A  post  office  was 
established  Oct.  24,  1882.  It  was.  the 
largest  town  in  Tyler  County  in  the  1880’s 
operating.  (The  following  tokens  are  shown  in  Trantow, 
Yellow  Pine  Lumber  Co.,  10<?  Rr;  Yellow  Pine  Tram 


CORRIGAN,  TEXAS  (NC  Polk  Co.)  Town  was  named  for  Pat  Corrigan,  an  official  on  the  first 
train  that  ran  over  the  Texas  $  New  Orleans  RR  after  the  line  was  completed  through  the 
site  in  1882.  About  1887,  the  Waco,  Beaumont,  Trinity  and  Sabine  RR  was  constructed  through 
Corrigan  and  the  Allen  and  Williams  Lumber  Co.  was  in  operation.  In  1923,  Edens-Bireh 
Lumber  Co.  was  started.  (No  tokens  are  known  from  Corrigan.) 


KELTYS,  TEXAS  (N  Angelina  Co.)  Town  was  named  for  Charles  L.  Klein,  a  native  of  Alsace- 
Lorraine,  who  adopted  his  mother's  name,  Kclty,  when  he  came  to  Texas  in  1867.  He  located 
several  mill  sites  and  built  a  four  mile  logging  railroad.  Keltys  was  the  first  site  con¬ 
structed  in  Angelina  Co.  and  was  a  post  office  by  1900.  In  1910,  the  town  had  a  population 
of  1000.  Angelina  County  Lumber  Co.  was  founded  in  1887  by  Kurth,  Weiner  and  Henderson 
and  headquartered  at  Keltys.  Today,  Keltys  has  been  absorbed  into  the  city  of  Lufkin, 
Texas.  (TTT  Supplement  lists  a  1 0<t  red  cardboard  token  for  Angelina  County  Lumber  Co.) 

NEW  WILLARD,  TEXAS  (C  Polk  Co.)  The  town  originated  in  1886  when  J.  R.  Freeman  built  a 
sawmill  and  a  town  which  he  named  Freeman.  A  year  later  the  mill  was  sold  to  the  Jefferson 
County  Lumber  Co.  who  operated  until  1899.  In  1910,  Thompson  Bros.  Lumber  Co.  (doing 
business  as  Thompson  5  Tucker  Lumber  Co.)  built  a  mill  at  this  site  and  named  the  town 
New  Willard  for  the  town  of  Willard,  the  site  of  an  earlier  mill  in  Trinity  Cd.  As  late 
as  1947,  more  than  300  workers  were  employed  here.  (Trantow,  TTT,  and  Supplement  show 
two  varieties  of  50<f  and  $1.00  BiM  tokens  from  Thompson  5  Tucker  Lumber  Co.  and  5,  10,  25, 
50<f  5  $1.00  BiM  tokens  from  Texas  Long  Leaf  Lumber  Co.  with  two  varieties  of  the  5<h  The 
NSCA  President  also  has  an  unlisted  5<f  cardboard  coupon  from  King  Creek  Lumber  Co.,  which 
was  the  hardwood  sawmill  for  TLLLCo.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  5 and  10<f  Time  Check 
for  Texas  Long  Leaf  with  Paul  T.  Sanderson's  signature  was  used  at  the  Trinity,  Texas 
mill  rather  than  at  New  Willard.) 

WOODLAKE,  TEXAS  (F,  Trinity  Co.)  This  was  the  site  of  a  sawmill  operated  by  Thompson 
5  Tucker  Lumber  Co.  and  originally  was  named  Willard,  Texas.  After  the  mill  was  relocated 
at  New  Willard,  the  town  was  renamed  Woodlake  for  the  lake  which  had  supplied  the  mill. 
During  World  War  I,  Capt .  J.  L.  Thompson  deeded  12,000  acres  of  cutover  forest  land  and 
the  mill  site  to  his  wife,  Helen  Kerr  Thompson.  Mrs.  Thompson  organized  and  financed 
the  operation  of  a  demonstration  farm  to  show  the  public  the  agricultural  potential  of 
cutover  land.  (No  tokens  are  known  from  Willard  or  Woodlake.)
